The newly added limitations, which linnitthe clainns to ungerminated cereal were not previously recited in a claim and would require 
further search and consideration. Thus, arguments to these limitations are not directed to the presently pending claims. 

Applicants arguments, to the extent they read upon the presently pending claims have been fully considered but found to be not 
persuasive. Applicants arguments are directed in part towards unclaimed limitations (e.g. status of the husk/hull, etc.). The Examiner 
also maintains the arguments of the Office Action final rejection wherein it was argued that the "Lehmussaari "'296" reference does teach 
a benfeit of the use of a permeable husk but further: a) invites "at least" partially dehusked material and b) motivates and exemplifies 
extraction of beta-amylase using degraded/ground/flour materials in which the hull would clearly not be intact. The teachings of 
Marinchenko are not precluded from combination with Lehmussari as Applicant has argued, for the teachings/reasons of record. Thus, 
the the arguments and prior art, for the reasons of record are still considered to render the claimed process obvious under 35 USC 
103(a).. 
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
